''It another had aceomplished vhat 
Octt«ral Fanston did," he said, "the 
Democrats would have made him their 
candidate for president." He called at- 
tention to the fact that his promotion 
ta^ been recommended by General 
Wbeaton and General MacArthur, 
both soldiers of the civil war, soldiers 
who knew more of war and the rules 
( I a;,, ;;ian all the politicians in this 
country combined. And bis commla- 
8lo», he added, was signed by the 
greatest president we have ever had — 
the soldier, statesman and martyr, 
William McKinley. 

Mr. Feeley (Ills.) submitted some 
remarks la support of the contention 
that the laws of neutrality were being 
violated by this government in allow- 
ing the shipment of mules and burses 
to South Africa for use by the British 
iQ the war against the Boer republics.

He is a dis- 
Slpbce not only^to himself but to every 
nak who wearp the anltpi^ e)( 
country. No man can Justify such or- 
ders no matter how adroit may be the 
plea of hlB lawyers and defenders. He 
admits he issued tbe orders and I 
tkere la enough courage, pa- 
triotism and ChrlatiajiJty at the oth- 
er end of the avenue U> see that he is 
stripped of his uBljto|m wlthim U 
hoprs." 

Hr. Ilbley <was vigorously applaud- 
ed .by the Deniocrats and some of the 
I^pubMeans.

%blch Is exceedingly wrathy at such 
a responalble politician "tickling the 
ears of groundlings with a fpe^ch full 
of measce Xa America's ealy l^lendE 
among the powers ot Buropa.*' After 
quoting the speech, the Globe contin- 
ues: "We are not greatly concerned 
elthfir for threat of the crv.de vulgar- 
ity which causes Mr. Shaw to apply it 
to a particular power, but what im- 
presses as witb a tense of American 
decadence la tbe manner la which the 
absurd speech was received. Were 
an English minister of Mr Shaw^ po- 
sition to make a similar allusion to s 
forelkn power, all the chancellories of 
Europe would be convulsed." 

Trial of a Princess. 
Cape Town. April 28.— The trial ot 
Princess Radslwell, on the charge of 

forgery in Connection with notes pur- 
porting to have been endorsed by the 
late Cecil Rhodes, but which the lat- 
ter repudiated, began In the supreme 
court here before tbe chief Justice, J. 
H. Devniters . The princess pleaded 
not guilty and cannRel for the defense 
applied for a postponement of the trial 
in order to obtain witnesses from Eng- 
land. The application was refused. 
There are 24 counts in the Indictment 
Though Rhodes Schultz, the two prin- 
cipal witnesses have died since tbe 
case was first tiled, their evidence in 
the form of affidavits denouncing the 
signatures of the checks as forgerlea 
holds good. 

Sunday Excursion Wrecked. 
Fort Wayne, Ind., April 28.— A Sun- 
day excursion train on the Grand Rap- 
ids and Indiana railroad collided with 
a freight train at Wallon, six miles 
from here. Two coaches were over- 
turned and more than 30 persons were 
injured. A relief train sent out with 
several phyafeiaBS brought the injured 
to Ft. Wayaa. The greater number 
of those injured received scratches, 
bruises and cuts. All of the injured 
were residents of this city and were 
conreyed to their home with the ex 
c'eptlon of Merman Durnell, who was 
taken to St. Joseph's hospiul in a 
eiilical condition. The engineer, fire- 
man and brakeman of the passenger 
trald are among those slightly injured. 

United Copper Company. 
Trenton. N. J.. April 28.— The Unit- 
ed States Copper company, with an 
authorized capital of $80,000,000, was 
incorporated here. Tbe company is 
authorized to mine, melt and maniifac- 
turc cotton, silver and other metal.«. 
The capital is divided into |5,000.0000 
preferred and $75,000,000 comoM^ 
stock. It ia provided, however, that 
the issued capital .stock sha^l not ex- 
ceed 15,000,000 preferred and $45,000,- 
000 common, except upon afllrmative 
vote of three-fourths of the diitctors 
of the company and the holders of 
two-thirds of the stock of each class. 
It is provided that the preferred stock 
will diaw sin per cent cumulative div- 
idend payable semi annually.

They are aued as stock- 
holders of the (Tcrman-American Se- 
curity Company and the Standard Fi- 
nance Company and Farmera' Finance 
Company, which consolidated with the 
German- American Company, to recover 
$1,803.50 paid for atock certiflcatea is- 
sued to Dougherty by the latter com- 
pany. This suit is brought pursuant to 
section 547 of the Kentucky statutes, tbe 
section known as the double liability 
statute, and it is the flrat caae in tbe 
Daviess Circuit Court where tliat statute 
has been invoked. 

A anit by the aame plaintiff is pend- 
ing in this court for the recovery of the 
same amount brought againat the di- 
rectora and ofBcera of thia c6mpany 
I shortly after its assignment last fall. It 
was brought under the statute making 
the directora of auch a concern liable if 
any dividends should be declared after it 
becomes insolvent. The suit filed yes- 
terday is brought in equity and the 
plaintiff suea both for himself and for 
the use and benefit of all the other credi- 
tors, who number about 550. The im- 
portance of the anit ia not oonfinad to 
the queation raised, but intereat in It re- 
sults from the prominence of tbe per- 
sons sued, all of them being well known 
and leading citisena.
